PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) March 
13.—In accordance with the quaran- 
tine regulations relating to passengers 
arriving on infected vessels, Collector | 
Hustis today notified the health officers : 
of California, Oregon and Washington 
of the destination of the passengers 
of the plague ship Nanyo Maru, re- 
cently released from quarantine. 

The notification states that one cas> 
of the bubonic plague existed on the 
Nanyo Maru and the vessel was held 
thirty-seven days in quarantine. Four- 
teen of the passengers are bound for 
California, seven to n, and six- 
teen to Washington. This information 
is furnished to the State health of- 
ficers for the purpose of enabling them 
to maintain a surveillance over arriv- 
ing immigrants as may be deemed nec- 
essary.

Why Women Fail in Business. 
{E. Bok in Ladies’ Home Journa!: } 
ve recently been interested in as- 

oyers ve felt that the positions 
in their establishments were not most 


effectively filled women. The 
reasons are as va as they are in- 
teresting. The lack of physical endur- 


ance and the unreliability caused by 
physical considerations were the main 
causes. The lack of executive ability 
was given as the main reason in posi- 
tions of trust, and the friction caused 
by the objection of women subordi- 
nates to receive orders from one of 
their own sex. Pending or impending 
matrimonial engagements were also a 
very pronounced cause. The proprie- 
tiles also came in for their share, the 
merchant not feeling that he could 
ask his female secretary or clerk to re- 
main after business hours. The trade 
felt that he could not send a woman 
off on a mission which ulired hasty 
packing and preparations for travel at 
an hour's notice. In a number of cases 
women seemed to object, and were in- 
clined to accuse their employer of for- 
getting the social amenities when they 
spoke sharply to them.

which the transmission of the signal 
is effected by “leakage” of electric 
current from the transmitting appara- 
tus to the receiving end, through the 
earth or the water. The second class 
embraces all methods in which the 
transmission is by waves traveling 
through the remarkable “ether” which 
is conceived to fill all space, just as 
thuse waves travel which produce the 
sensation of light. 

In any method yet known. wires must 
be used at both the transmitting and 
the receiving end, so that there is no 
telegraphy yet which is absolutely 
“wireless.” Wireless telegraphy, 4s 
now understood, however, employs no 
line wires, such as are necessary in 
ordinary telegraphy to connect the 
transmitter and the receiver. 

Transmission throu the earth or 
water without wires been - 
plished many times. The earth is full 
of wandering currents which need only 
a sensitive detector like the telephone 
to become evident. Indeed, the dim- 
culty is to prevent any currents which 
have access to earth from Nae 
and to keep them in the paths 
out for them. 

Without enumerating the attempts 
which have been made in this direc- 
tion during the last half century or 
more, a single example will be suffi- 
clent to make the matter clear. Some 
years ago Trowbridge found that the 
time signals from a clock in the ob- 
servatory in Cambridge could be dis- 
tinguished four miles from the line 
conveying the signals to Boston. A 
telephone receiver was used as a de- 
tector in a line about fifty feet long, 
the ends of the line being grounded by
